The  prayer  has  always  been  the 
e\ident  implication  of  quiet  OOB- 
lemplation:  hence  the  mystic,  the 
religious,  or  the  Idealist  has  never 
been  troubled,  at  heart  by  it,  for  at 
heart  they  accept  it.  Little  children 
may  have  merely  murmured,  or 
softly  "said"  it,  but  in  at^r  case  tliey 
sleep  their  mnocent  sleep. 

Therefore,  it  seems^  to  me.  you 
carmot  well  change  the  essence  of 
the  prayer,  for  nothmg  would  ap- 
pear but  the  Idea  of  yourself.  In 

Ing  to  refute  learning,  fo^the  little 
differences,  I  think,  sBsume  and 

confirm  my  point. 

The  tenderness  which  Chrlstmiu^ 
feel  for  the  prayer  in  general  has 
doubtless  established  it  In  Christian 
clvlll/atlon  But  the  .speculative 
consideration  of  kindly  ^cholar8 
may  lead  us  to  believe  that  they  are 
moving  against  It.  But  this  is  not 
so.  for  In  the  prayer  there  Is  a 
marked  expectancy,  and  nothlni;
